Communities mourn fallen Canton police officer

Hundreds of police, fire and public safe¬ 
ty officers filled the quiet lobby of the 
NorthRidge Church in Plymouth Township 
Monday. Some came as far north as 
Mackinac Island and as far west as Chicago, 
IL 

They were among the more than 1,000 
people who came to honor Ofc. Gordon 
(Lew) Stevens, a 25-year veteran of the 
Canton Police Department who was killed 
in the line of duty July 23 when a speeding 
car ranuned into his parked police cruiser 
Canton police officers wiped away tears 


after they paid their last respects in the 
sanctuary where Ofc. Stevens’ flag-covered 
casket rested. Later, officers quietly talked, 
cried, comforted each other and laughed as 
they shared stories of the easy-going and 
jovial natured Ofc Stevens. 

The anecdotes they repeated made it 
evident that Ofc. Stevens was a good police 
officer and an even better pemoa 

As a solemn tribute, all the officers’ 
badges were wrapped with a black band 
with 126, Stevens’ badge number, embla¬ 
zoned on it 

More tears were shed as the flag-draped 
casket was ushered into the cathedral 
accompanied by sounds of Caber Peidh, a 


bagpipe band, led by Canton Police Capt 
Alex Wilsoa 

“Today, July 28, we lay to rest one of our 
own,” said John Santomauro Canton direc¬ 
tor of public safety. “Lew was a cop’s cop. 
He gave of himself, not only to the commu¬ 
nity he served, but to everyone in the 
room.” 

Ofc. Stevens began his career with the 
Canton Police Department as a reserve offi¬ 
cer in 1976 and was one of the original offi¬ 
cers hired in 1978 when the police depart¬ 
ment began providing full-time police ser¬ 
vices to the community.

New facility provides more day care opdons

Residents of Belleville and 
the surrounding communities 
have a new choice for day care. 

The Open Arms Family 
Resource and Day Care Center, 
which is affiliated with the 
Lutheran Church, opened last 
month.

Romulus 
buys 3 

vehicles

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers agreed with public safety 
officials Monday night when they 
voted to approve the purchase of 
three new light-duty EMS vehi¬ 
cles for the city 

“This is a good thing and it is 
long overdue,” said Council 
President Randolph Gear. “It 
just makes good sense to have 
well maintained EMS vehicles 
on the road because that helps 
save lives.” 

The total cost of the new vehi¬ 
cles is listed at $232,380.00 and a 
Community Development Block 
Grant will cover most of the 
$173,936.87 cost The balance of 
the cost, $58, 443.13 will come 
from the city machinery equip¬ 
ment and motor vehicle account 

The vehicles will replace 
three existing EMS vehicles cur¬ 
rently in use. 

“The vehicles we have now 
are older and in need of repair,” 
said Fire Chief David Allison 

The original call went out for 
companies to submit bids on 
May 29. Once the bids were 
received, officials compiled a list 
of companies interested in sup¬ 
plying the city with the vehicles. 
According to city officials, seven 
firms were extended formal invi¬ 
tations to put in a bid in addition 
to the public notice. 

According to public safety 
officials, five bid packages were 
received and opened publicly on 
June 24,2003. 

Companies offering the low¬ 
est bids for the EMS vehicles 
were considered first and 
Wheeled Coach offered the low¬ 
est bid and the best vehicles for 
the money, according to officials. 

Director of Public Safety 
Charles Kirby and Allison were 
key in recommending Wheeled 
Coach for the bid. 

“Some key factors were taken 
into consideration,” Allison said. 
“T\vo of those factors considered 
were the 3-year, 36,000-mile war¬ 
ranty offered by the Wheeled 
Coach Co. and also a lifetime 
warranty that extends to all elec¬ 
trical and electrical components 
for the vehicles.” 

“This is an exciting time,” 
said Mayor Alan Lambeil “We 
ai-e updating the fire depailment 
and the police department and 
the new vehicles are a much 
needed addition. This will help 
keep the city moving forward.”

“Laborers for Christ is made 
up of a group of retired citizens 
with the average age being 75. The 
workers travel fixjm city to city in 
RV’s building churches and laying 
the groundwork and building 
foundations for new 
churches,”McKiddle explained. 

The center combines an educa¬

Romulus man held in 
attack on police chiei 


The incident that left a 
Romulus teen with a gunshot 
wound to file chest remains under 
investigation by the Monroe 
County Sheriff and the South 
Rockwood Police Department 
Romulus resident Keith Hall, 
17, was apparently shot during an 
altercation with South Rockwood 
Police Chief Kevin Walters early 
FViday morning 

Reports of the incident indicate 
that Walters arranged to meet a 
finend of Hall’s, Matthew Schieda, 
19, also of Romulus. Accounts of 
the incident released by the office 
of the Monroe County Prosecutor, 
confirm that the police chief and 
Schieda agreed to meet 

Schieda and Walters met first at 
a Trenton White Castle restaurant 
and from there went in separate 
vehicles to an elementary school 
playground next door to the South 
Rockwood Police Station, accord¬ 
ing to reports of the incident 
Schieda and Walters left their 
vehicles and walked a short dis¬ 
tance away, according to reports, 
for a private conversatioa 


Allegedly, as Schieda and 
Walters returned and walked 
toward the police chief’s car, Hall 
approached the pair An alterca¬ 
tion ensued and Hall reportedly 
struck Walters, 40, with an alu¬ 
minum baseball bat 

Walters alleges that attack 
prompted his firing of his weapoa 
He was treated and released from 
a downriver hospital last FViday. 

Schieda, on probation for an 
unrelated felony, was arraigned 
Monday in 1st Disrict Court on a 
charge of assault with intent to rob 
while armed. He is being held at 
the Monroe County Jail in lieu of 
$200,000 bond. 

He faces a preliminary court 
examination on the charges Aug. 
11. Hall remains at Henry Ford 
Hospital where his condition is 
rated as “good”. He also has been 
charged with assault with intent to 
rob while armed. 

Hall’s attorney, Paul Swanson, 
said the teens met Walters through

Plymouth Symphony Orchestra wins national award

The Plymouth Symphony Orchestra (PSO) 
has received an award and a small cash 
stipend from the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers (ASCAP).

No political motives 

Politically motivated. 

The two-word phrase can have several different meanings, if you 
break each woixi down individually. 

Most often, though, it’s a negative phrase, used to discount some 
action, explain away some pattern of behavior or dodge an issue or 
question. As in, “I won’t answer that it’s a politically motivated ques- 
tioa” 

The concept came up during the Summerfest in the City of Inkster 
last weekend, when city officials approached our Inkster reporter and 
expressed a measure of surprise about a round of Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) requests that asked questions about the back¬ 
ground of one of the candidates seeking election to the city council. 

The inference was that the repoiter was being used, that she was 
being duped into becoming a part of the political landscape and the 
balance of her repoiting was suspect 

Granted, the individuals didn’t come out and say that in those exact 
words, but tlie message was heard anyway 

Well, guess what? We’re journalists. When we hear something 
about the background of a candidate for public office that may affect 
his ability to hold office, or the public trust we check it out That's our 
job. During election seasons, one of the top goals we strive for is to 
infoiTn and inspire voters so they go out and make an informed choice 
when they cast their ballots. 

Sending out FOIA requests about these types of issues is hardly a . 
landmark move in the field of journalism. It happens every day, some¬ 
where. It's in part what they were designed for. 

Maybe the reaction came because the candidate in question - 
whom we haven’t named because our investigation isn’t complete - 
may be more favorable to the continuation of the Carver Homes pro¬ 
ject than the councilperson the candidate is opposing. Maybe the 
individual is just alarmed to have a regular old ‘community watchdog’ 
on the city beat 

Whatever the reason, the inference is unfounded. Our reporter is 
merely doing her job, taking a lead and following up on it to deter¬ 
mine if anything noteworthy is there. 

Maybe it would make Inkster officials more comfortable if they 
knew that although our reporter scouted out several apartment com¬ 
plexes in Inkster, she decided not to move into the city, and has no 
political aspirations there. 

When words are not enough 

Sometimes words, no matter how carefully crafted, are not enough. 

It’s difficult for example, to express our condolences to the Canton 
Township Police Department as well as the law enforcement commu¬ 
nity in general, for the loss they recently suffered. 

When Ofc. Gordon “Lew” Stevens was killed in the line of duty last 
week, the community lost a well-liked, well-respected member of the 
department 

We know that because we’ve heard it from members of virtually 
every police agency nearby, ftum Wayne to Northville Township. Ofc. 
Stevens is remembered by everyone who met and worked with him as 
a jovial and good-natured person. 

He was known to members of our staff, too. When editor Scott 
Spielman first started out on the Canton beat, he was one of the first 
police officers he talked to r^ularly. 

It’s a somber reminder of the danger those who keep the peace face 
on a daily basis, even in an instance that does not, at first, appear 
threatening. Every time they don their uniforms, head in to work their

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A house full of memories 


When my family first moved to Canton Township 
in 1976, there was this cool old house nearby. 

It wasn’t actually in our subdivision, which was 
near the comer of Ford and Lilley roads, but fur¬ 
ther south, off Lilley Road. It set a respectful - or 
maybe disdainful - distance back from the road, on 
the center of piece of property covered by dande¬ 
lions in the spring and trim grass in the summer¬ 
time. 

Even as a kid I knew that house had a history, or 
if not a history, an attitude. I used to wonder who 
lived there as we drove on the road to our cookie- 
cutter subdivision. It was one of those instances 
where you didn’t ask the question because you 
were afraid the reality wouldn’t hold up to the fan¬ 
tasy. 

I was shocked the first time I noticed that that 
regal old house was gone. So shocked, in facL that I 
was sure I had just misjudged the place along the 
road where it had long stood, close to where the 
residential heart of the township was expanding, 
yet oddly remote from it After a quick double take I 
felt a strange pang of nostalgia, like I had lost 
something a friend had lent me for safekeeping. 
The house was simply there one week, and not the 
next 

That was about a month ago. 

Since then. I’ve wondered why the loss of it has 
stayed with me. I wasn’t just the loss of a neat old 
house, or something snatched from my childhood - 
in fact our first Michigan house is now part of a 


parking lot at Murray’s 
Hardware in Redford. Maybe it 
was because the first I had 
heard of it wasn’t at a planning commission meet¬ 
ing, or reading it through our paper Maybe it was 
because it was a part of the uniqueness of the town¬ 
ship that passed so quietly away. 

At any rate, the thing I had always liked about 
the house, even as a kid, is that it seemed so anti- 
development Here was this stately-looking home 
surrounded by intense residential neighborhoods 
with small square lots and nearly identical archi¬ 
tecture. It was a reminder of the way things used to 
be in the midst of what it would someday become. 
Someone else described it as ‘anti-Cantoa’ 

There won’t be too much to mark its passing; the 
2-plus acres of land that once formed its comfort¬ 
able yard will soon be crammed with seven single 
family homes. The basements for some of them 
have already been poured - either that or the devel¬ 
oper is putting in underground bowling alleys for 
toddlers, which is the only other thing the tiny nar¬ 
row foundations could be good for. 

The sign outside announces the optimistic name 
for the development ‘Grandover Park,’ a promise of 
luxury homes and a starting price near $300,000.

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Veterans home to receive 
$175,000 In federal funding

Veterans, after having given so much, 
will get a little back when Veteran’s 
Haven, Inc. opens a new housing program 
in Westland. 

The facility, planned for an existing 
house on Alaska Court, will house up to 
four veterans. Tlie house will be modern¬ 
ized and brought to code before any veter¬ 
ans move in, according to Vince Bema, 
president and founder of Veteran’s Haven 
and a Vietnam vetei'an. 

The City of Westland has recently 
requested a release of ftinds from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) under Title I of the 
Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974 It is expected that the project 
will receive $175,(X)0 in federal funds in 
early August 

“We actually did the paperwork in 
2002,” said James Gilbert director of hous¬ 
ing and community development “But we 
couldn’t announce anything until we 
found the property.” 

The Veteran’s Haven program is con¬ 
sidered a supportive housing program for 
honorably discharged veterans who are 
homeless or at risk of homelessness. 
While they are housed at Veteran’s Haven, 
they will have access to ceitain services 
such as transportation, employment train¬ 
ing, referral and legal services and credit 
repair counseling. Veterans who abuse 
alcohol or other substances will not be 
admitted to the program. 

The Westland house will be the second 
stop for the four veterans selected to live

there. They must first “graduate” from a 
veteran’s home in Wayne. The objective is 
to fuither assist the veterans during their 
stay in Westland, so that they may leave 
the house and support themselves inde¬ 
pendently. 

‘The Westland house will give them a 
further foundation and help them save 
more money,” said Bema. “It should take 
each veteran about a year” 

The Wayne house currently has four 
veterans - one from the Korean War and 
three from the Vietnam War. Bema said 
that three of the four ai'e ready to be pro¬ 
moted to the Westland house. The fourth 
veteran is new to the progi'am and will 
need a little more time. After the cun'ent 
four have moved out of the Wayne house, 
Bema said he has a waiting list of others 
who want to move in. He said he gets 
referrals from Veterans’ Hospitals in 
Detroit and Ann Arbor. 

Bema said that he has gotten “full sup¬ 
port” from both Wayne and Westland. 
‘The mayore of Wayne and Westland were 
both very helpful,” said Bema 

Of couree, approval by the cities came 
with ceilain stipulations, but according to 
Bema, “We have the best looking house on 
the block in Wayne. It brings a lot of 
pride.” 

In addition to offering housing assis¬ 
tance to veterans, Bema’s organization 
also offers cars to veterans and food to 
seniors and those with low incomes. For

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Monument to history of Eight Mile 
Road is proposed by commission

Many people drive down Eight Mile 
or Base Line Road, but overlook the his¬ 
torical significance of the highway to the 
State of Michigan. 

That could change if the Northville 
Arts Commission (NAC) and Northville 
artist Dave Barr have their way. 

The road, which stretches nearly 
across the state, forms the base of the 
grid system for surveying land, a system 
experimented with in Ohio and perfect¬ 
ed in Michigan, according to Barr. It 
forms the basis of the way roads are 
plotted out around the world. 

Barr and NAC Chairperson Ken 
Naigus gave a brief presentation to the 
Northville City Council recently regard¬ 
ing a plan to accentuate that history and 
provide another link between Northville 
and the overall history of the state. 

They proposed a historical sculpture 
be created and installed at the comer of 
Eight Mile Road and Center Street that 
would describe the unique road and 
point to other points of historical inter¬ 
est 

“There are people that will go to 
every lighthouse or every peninsula,” 
Barr said. ‘To me it’d be interesting to 
make a series of things throughout the 
state that would pull people in.” 

The 8-inch-miniature of the sculpture 
he brought to the meeting as an exam¬ 
ple incorporated a depiction of a survey¬ 
or’s pole and the Washington 
Monument The black and white striped 
sculpture would point out different 


things at different times, depending on 
when the light struck it and where. 

Barr has been involved in other work 
that combines art and history. 

He’s worked on projects along the 
U.S. Canadian border and is currently 
working on a structure in downtown 
Detroit that memorialized the legacy of 
labor. His most visible nearby work is 
the boy and hoop sculpture in front of 
Mill Race Historical Village. 

He said the sculpture would be one of 
a string along Base Line Road. 

“We’re trying to make something that 
would be easy to maintain,” he said. “It 
would resist graffiti.” 

Naigus said they hadn’t yet 
approached the school district, which 
owns the land where the sculpture 
would be erected. He said he’d like 
them to get involved in the plarming of 
it, too. 

“Maybe they could decide what kind 
of things would be on the monument 
itself,” he said. 

He said the plan was still in its infan¬ 
cy. He wanted to gauge the interest in 
the plan before he committed to it and 
started the put things in motion. 

“It’s a bit of a chicken and egg thing,” 
he said. 

“It needs some form of OK before we 
can start to generate some funding.” 

Councilman Tom Swigart, who also 
sits on the Historic District Commission, 
said he heard the proposal at their 
meeting recently. It was well received 
there, he said. 

‘This is really fascinating to me,” he 
said.“I think it’s a great idea.”

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Speed limit bill awaits governor’s signature

This is a common-sense reform 
legislation that will give local officials 
an important voice in setting local speed limits.

Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
signed a speed limit bill into law 
last week that will allow town¬ 
ship officials input with regard to 
local speed limits. 

Last month, The Senate 
Transportation Committee 
approved the bill introduced by 
State Rep. Phil LaJoy (R - 
Canton) that would give Michigan 
townships more control over 
local speed limits. The bill was 
later approved in the Senate and 
was then sent on to the governor 
for approval. 

With Granholm’s signature, 
the bill would be the first notch 
in LaJo/s belt - the first bill he 
sponsored that was signed into 


law. 

The bill, Public-Act 65 of 2003, 
allows townships to help set 
speed limits on roadways in their 
borders. Currently, only county 
road commissions and the 
Michigan State Police can decide 
speed limits on county roads in 
any given township, said LaJoy. 

“This is a common-sense 
reform legislation that will give 
local officials an important voice 
in setting local speed limits,” 
LaJoy, who is also a member of 
the House Transportation 
Committee, said. 

“Many county roads in our 
area that were once rural have 
seen tremendous giTtwth, and the 
speed limits need to change.” 

Under provisions of the new 
bill, if a township, county road 


commission and stale police offi¬ 
cials determine the that traffic 
speed on a county highway is too 
fast or slow for conditions, they 
could act unanimously to estab¬ 
lish a reasonable and safe maxi¬ 
mum or minimum speed limit, 
according to LaJoy. 

“Local officials deserve a seat 
at the table when speed limits 
are set for the area,” he said. 
“Safety is the overwhelming con¬ 


cern for many people who live on 
county highways, as well as eas¬ 
ing congestion. The new law will 
empower local residents and 
township officials to help set the 
most optimal speed limits for 
their communities.” 

Chip Snider, Northville 
Township manager, said that all 
the major and county roads in 
Northville Township have speed 
limits that are reasonably set 


“We have always had a very ; 
positive experience working with 
the road commission, we’ve had 
a strong relationship,” he said. 
“We don’t anticipate any changes, 
we’re satisfied with the current ; 
sp)eed limits.” 

However, he said he is 
pleased with the bill and the new ■. 
legislation will be a good safety ; 
net if there is ever a changing of 
the guard at the road commis- ■ 
sioa 

“We are very pleased and 
excited to join in the process,” ' 
said Steve Mann, Plymouth 
Township supervisor “It’s a nice ' 
addition to have. As areas 
change, the speed limits will .

Northville OK’s purchase of 
sound system for downtown clock 


*Some festrictions apply

The sounds of bells chiming on the hour and 
quarter hour will soon return to downtown 
Northville. 

The city purchased a new sound system last 
week for the town clock located on East Main 
Street The $6,000 purchase was funded by the 
street furnishings budget of the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA). The sound system 
will also have the capability of playing seasonal 
music, according to Jim Gallogly, director of 
Northville Public Works. 

The city purchased a sound system for the clock 
many years ago, he said. 

“People get used to it, and then things happen,” 
he said. 

In this case, there was no place to store the 
sound astern near the clock, so it was placed in a 
cabinet near the band shell, an unheated compart¬ 
ment subject to high humidity during the wet 
months. Those conditions played havoc on the old 
system, and a $3,000 attempt to service it several 
years ago was only a stop gap measure, he said. 

“We’ve had some mechanical problems,” he 
noted to the city council last Monday. 


“It only works if I take it out to the shop and let it 
sit in the sun.” 

The new system, manufactured by Chime 
Master Systems of Ohio, doesn’t have the same 
problems. It has no working parts, according to 
Gallogly and is guaranteed to work in any seasoa 
It’s progi’ammable up to 100 years, he said. 

The clock would be able to announce every hour 
and quarter hour, play Christmas music throughout 
the holiday season and patriotic music on the 
Fourth of July and other federal holidays, he said. 

“It can even play music on the mayor’s birthday,” 
he chimed in. 

“If we want to program it, it’ll 
be there.” 

The funds will come from the 
DDA, so the new system won’t be 
a burden on the city or taxpayers. 

The purchase will be paid from 
the street furnishings fund, 
which has a balance of more 
than $17,000. 

“We haven’t used it, so it’s 
there to be used,” Gallogly said. 

The system will be installed 
this fall, and ready for use during 
the holiday season.

The email and fax infonnation distribu¬ 
tion progi'ams are ways for residents to stay 
informed about issues in the city, he said. 
Residents sign up for them and then get 
regular updates on everything from road 
closures and water main breaks to upcom¬ 
ing events. 

Geoi^e D. Goodman, executive director 
of the MML, said the programs showed the 
commitment from the city officials and 
employees to improve the quality of life for 
citizens. 

“We didn’t get tlie big award, but we got 
recognized,” he said. “That’s the important 
thing.” 

Residents who want to be added to the 
email alert infonnation system should sim¬ 
ply send an email to updates@ci.

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Local man carves out 
solution to ash tree stumps

One Northville resident says he sees 
hope for dead or dying ash trees - or some 
of them, anyway. 

Thousands of the trees are infected 
with a pest known as the Emerald Ash 
Borer and millions more are at risk but if 
worse comes to worst, he said, there may 
be an opportunity for some creative repro¬ 
gramming for the unsightly stumps. 

FVed Shadko, a township resident, has 
several examples in his front yard. The 
bark and first layers of skin have been 
stripped away from the dead trees and the 
remainder has been carved into the like¬ 
ness of a bear, a wizened old man and his 
^ dog. 

The idea came up shortly after he 
moved to the township in 1996. 

“One of the reasons we came here was 
because of the trees,” he said. 

When he learned of the pest and the 
likely fate of the trees, he said he bit the 
bullet and contracted for their removal. 
Shortly after that, though, he was bemoan¬ 
ing his plight to a co-worker who suggested 


he carve them up into something. 

Another friend, a former chef turned 
carver, transformed the dead h'ees into the 
15-foot high sculptures. 

“The ash is wonderful wood to carve 
in,” he said. 

Shadko said he’d like to see more peo¬ 
ple make the most of the adverse situation 
caused by the Emerald Ash Borer. He also 
suggested that chunks of wood from the 
trees be donated to the Northville Dog 
Park to make a caiwing for it 

“If you come up with the log. I’ll donate 
the carving of it,” he said. 

Since the borer lives in the bark and 
first few inches of skin, he said it should be 
safe to carve it, after that has been 
removed. He’s waiting on confirmation on 
that, though. He also added that, with a 
polyurethane stain, the carvings could last 
as long as the trees themselves. 

City officials were skeptically optimistic 
about the plan. 

“Anything expressed to me is that you 
have to chip it into chunks or burn it,” said 
Mayor Christopher Johnsoa “If we can get 
rid of the pest. I’m behind it”

2 stores ticketed for sale 
of alcohol to teen decoys

TWo Canton Township stores were tick¬ 
eted for selling alcohol to minors last 
week. 

The Canton Township Police Special 
Enforcement Unit (SEU) conducted an 
alcohol sales check last Monday at seven 
businesses within the township. TWo were 
discovered selling alcohol to minors and 
cited, according to Canton Police Sgt. 
Charles Raycraft 

Township officers have conducted ran¬ 
dom alcohol and tobacco compliance 
checks for the past several years, accord¬ 
ing to Raycraft. 

“It’s something that has always been 
there,” said Raycraft “We have a zero tol¬ 
erance policy when it comes to selling 
alcohol and tobacco to minors.” 

The compliance operations are usually 
done during the summer months when 
youths are oat of school, said Raycraft 

He said police send an 18 or 19-year-old 
into various businesses to attempt to pur¬ 
chase alcoholic beverages. Some of the 
businesses are targeted as a result of tips 


and complaints. Other sites are picked at 
random. 

If the teenager is successful and pur¬ 
chases alcohol, the SEU officer tickets the 
clerk who made the sale and violation 
notices are sent to the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission (MLCC). 

The Oakview Party Store located at 
Palmer and Lilley and the 7 -11 located at 
Warren and Morton Taylor were the two 
businesses where the teen decoy was able 
to purchase alcohol, according to the 
police reports. 

“We’ve been doing checks for a while 
now and businesses know that we do,” 
said Raycraft “A lot of the time, the person 
that sells to a minor is new to the store and 
aren’t clear what the store’s policies are.” 

Due to the “zero tolerance” policy, 
Raycraft said, the clerks were cited by offi¬ 
cers. The 35th District Court will set fines 
for the tickets and the MLCC will sanction 
the actual businesses, said Raycraft 

“It’s not my policy to sell to minors. It’s 
not something we do on a regular basis,” 
said A1 Hammoud, owner of the Oakview 
Party Store. “He (the clerk) is human, and 
humans make mistakes.”

Mr Fhnke, a reporter with 28 years experience

I Last week, the Obse/Tcrcfe Eccentric reporter and 
! native of Inkster died suddenly of a heart attack 
; while attending mass at St Hilary Catholic Church 
in Redford. He was 50 years old. 

A devout Catholic, Mr. FUnke was the first of 
I eight children growing up in a small home on 
! Arlington Street 

! Arlene Karell, Mr FYmke’s youngest sister, said 
■ she remembers a quiet studious young man who 
1 came into his own once he graduated from Cherry 
f Hill High School and started attending classes at 
the University of Michigan. 

“He started out as an engineering student” 
[ Karell said. Though there’s 12 years between them, 
she remembers an older brother who, at a relative¬ 
ly young age, understood the importance of family. 

“He was always interested in setting a good 
; example for his brothers and sisters. He had a very 
strong faith and he put that forth to us and his own 
family. He enjoyed sharing his faith with his fami¬ 
ly.” 

Not long after deciding against becoming an 
engineer, Mr Flmke found journalism and went to 
work for the Observer & Eccentric Newspapers as a 
i sports writer. It was there that he met his future 
: wife, Arlene. They married in April 1980. 

Most recently, Mr. Fbnke’s activities revolved 
: around his family, his work and sharing his life 
experiences with young people. 

An avid volunteer, Mr. Rmke served as a mentor 
for children at the Westland Youth Assistance 
Program and couched youth athletic teams. He was 
also very much involved in his church as a 




Eucharistic minister. Karell said it was important 
to her brother that these activities remain private. 

“We asked him after he won the Volunteer of the 
Year Award, “Why didn’t you tell us?” He told us 
that (winning awards) were not why he was (volun¬ 
teering). He just said, ‘That’s not what this was 
about,” she said. 

Mr. Rmke decided to try his hand at politics by 
campaigning for supervisor of Redford Township, 
where he was a resident Karell said her brother 
felt strongly about giving back to the communily, 
which kept him in local journalism long after other 
reporters moved oa 

“He felt very connected to the community,” she 
said. “He felt very strongly about the role of local 
news.” 

Hugh Gallagher, the managing editor of the 
Obseiwer & Eccentric Newspapers, said Mr Rmke’s 
style of journalism and his grasp of local issues, not 
to mention his easygoing manner, 
will be missed in the newsroom. 

“He had an uncanny ability to 
take a complex subject and make 
it understandable to the layper¬ 
son,” he said. 

“He had a great sense of 
humor and always made other 
people laugh.” 

Most recently, Mr. Funke 
worked out the Livonia offices 
for the newspaper real estate 
sectioa

Nines - Author’s still going strong

Many generations have 
admired Katharine Hepburn, not 
only for the longevity of her career 
and her unquestioned talent, but 
for the person she was. 

In Kate Remembered (G.E 
Putnam’s Sons, $25.95) by A. Scott 
Berg, readers are treated to a 
glimpse inside the private life and 
personal reflections of a woman in 
her golden years. And in those 
years, readers will discover the 
strong personality that shone 
through in all the characters she 
portrayed on the screen 
remained. 

Berg, a biographer of Max 
Perkins, Samuel Goldwyn and 
Charles Lindbergh, said he did not 
set out to write a true biography of 
Hepburn, but merely a recording 
of her reflections and his friend¬ 
ship with her in the last 20 years of 
her life. The book and friendship 
began with an initial interview for 
Esquire magazine in 1983. 

Many may pick this book up to 
see if their perceptions of 
Hepburn were accurate. They 
won’t be disappointed. It seems 
Hepburn fit both her image as the 
loving grandmother she porh'ayed 
in On Golden Pond and the sharp- 
tongued aristocrat in The 
Philadelphia Story. Readers find 
in Remembered that Hepburn 


may remind them of the matri¬ 
archs in their lives - one moment 
very loving and the next very crit¬ 
ical. 

But Hepburn is immediately 
forgiven any exercise of her 
acerbic wit, because, well, 
because she’s Katharine 
Hepburn. Readers will laugh 
and feel Berg’s discomfort 
when she asks him to use the bath¬ 
room before their first interview. 
He willingly obeys because she’s 
Hepburn, and his admiration has 
not waned. 

Another example of Hep- 
bum’s complicated personality is 
her introduction of Berg to her sis¬ 
ter and her husband. “Now this is 
Marion and Ellsworth Grant... 
They’ve been married forever, 
they’ve been in love with each 
other forever, and they’ve been 
sleeping with each other since 
they were 15.” 

The Grants react in shock, but 
readers have to smile at 
Hepburn’s outrageous honesty. 
She perceives and intends her 
comments as a compliment And 
then, well she has a few uncompli¬ 
mentary things to say about the 
poor taste being exercised in the 
redecoration of the couple’s home. 

Though descriptions of 
Hepburn’s homes and re-telling of 
the manner in which the author 
conducted himself often bog down 
the story, these details are essen¬ 



tial to 


understanding Hepburn, as she 
was a reclusive star. She could 
have had the best of everything, 
but she lived relatively modestly. 
While she had servants and good 
friends who cared for her, Berg 
makes it clear to readers that her 
living arrangements were not 
gaudy, but in good taste. 

Small details reveal her as very 
much like some of the characters 
she portrayed. For example, 
Hepburn went swimming almost 
every day, rain or shine. Readers 
can easily imagine this as they 
recall her swimming in the lake in 
On Golden Pond and many other 
films. 

For those readers looking for 
the juicy details of her opinions of 
other Hollywood actors, as well as 
her relationship with Spencer 
Tracy, the book does not disap¬ 
point It leaves just enough detail 
to keep us wanting more. In many 
ways, the book is probably all that 
needs to be said about a fantastic 
life lived well.

wealthy agent and her grateful 
publisher have all benefited. 
Her popularity, and Stephanie 
Plum’s, increases with every 
book 

Evanovich is a talented, 
clever, and altogether witty 
woman with an uncanny sense of 
the absurd. Her writing jumps off 
the page and seduces readers’ 
with bizarre situations and hilar¬ 
ious dialogue. Her characters, as 
eccentric, wild, and hilarious as 
they may be, are always believ¬ 
able. She imbues each of the 
crazies who populate Steph¬ 
anie’s world with enough 
humanity and genuine emotion 
to make even their nuttiest 
actions wholly acceptable. 

In To The Nines, Stephanie is 
getting a little less clumsy and 
unsophisticated in her appre¬ 
hension techniques—but the vil¬ 
lains she’s encountering are 
more malicious and determined. 
These may be the some of the 
scariest people she has bungled 
her way into during her less- 
than-stellar career. 

As usual, Stephanie gets her¬ 
self in over her head and 
becomes the target of the mur¬ 
derer she didn’t even know she 
was pursuing. In addition to 
Ranger and Morelli, both of 
whom demonstrate EVanovich’s 
talent for romance-novel sexual 
tension, she is helped by the irre¬ 
pressible Lula, a former ‘ho who 
has given up the lifestyle, but not 
the dress code. 


Lula, who describes herself as

a “plus size woman,” is on an all¬ 
meat diet which she is sure will 
make her supermodel thin dur- ^ 
ing the 5-hour flight time to " 
Vegas. To that end, she has the 
aforementioned purse full of j 
pork chops and roast chicken to 
get past airport security. 

She and Stephanie are on 
their way to Sin City as they’ve 
discovered that Singh, and Boo, 
are visiting a lady friend there. 

The cast of characters that ' 
usually populate Stephanie 
Plum’s world is on hand, many 1 
even more amusing than ever. 

This is pure escapism—and 
who doesn’t need it these days? 

Readers searching for a real 
mystery or authentic police pro¬ 
cedural suspense novel best look 
elsewhere. 

The identity of the villain here 
is as transparent as one of Lula’s 
too-tight tops, the plot a little thin 
and some of the antics obviously 
contrived 

And that’s really the fun. 
Evanovich doesn’t take herself 
too seriously. This is a book writ¬ 
ten to entertain readers, not to 
demonstrate the author’s intel¬ 
lect vocabulary or knowledge of 
police work. She knows exactly 
what her purpose is—entertain¬ 
ment—and she doesn’t stray off 
point 

It’s excellent, wonderful, 
hilarious and highly recom¬ 
mended. Most readers will have 
laughed right out loud by page 
two. 

It’s a hoot don’t miss it
